Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative discussed that the prior art of record does 
not appear to teach "setting means for setting a jog-feed coordinate system with respect to the corrected 
positions of the taught points using information from the offline programming system; and modification means for 
modifying the corrected positions of the taught points in the operation program based on positions of a control point of 
the operation tool or the position correction tool, at which positions or orientations of the operation tool or the position 
correction tool are designated by jog feeds using the jog-feed coordinate system such that the control point 
takes objective positions for the taught points". Examiner will review the prior art and reconsider.
